Football. 

Davenport 6. Rock Island 0. 

Many ‘‘loyal fans”(?) remained away 
from the Davenport game because they 
did not wish to see a slaughter. In the 
light of later events they were sorry, for 
the rejuvenated Islanders held the Pride 
of Iowa to six points. Three of Daven¬ 
port’s star back field men were out of the 
game, and Kelly was shifted to his old 
position at quarter. The local team was 
changed somewhat, Robb being on the 
side lines with an injury, while Whisler 
and Ackley played halves, Heimbeck full 
and Thomas quarter. This eleventh hour 
change worked well, but to the line must 
be given much of the credit for the vic¬ 
tory, for Davenport’s forwards were be¬ 
wildered by the unexpected life shown. 

The game was one of the hardest ever 
seen on the local field, and no doubt the 
cleanest ever played between two tri-city 
teams. Kelly, the Makeever brothers, 
Vogel, Shouweiler and Henry starred for 
the Iowans. To the so-called green line 
of Rock Island must be given credit for 
the remarkable showing of the locals. 
Hughes and Durling at ends, James and 
Nichols at tackles, Iveuhl and Taylor at 
guards, and Mercer at center played the 
whole game through and their fighting 


spirit did much to regain the confidence 
of the fans. 

Princeton 7. Rock Island 42. 

It was hardly humane treatment of 
Princeton by Rock Island to bring them 
here and trounce them so badly, but the 
team still kept up the pace set in the 
Davenport game. 

Rock Island made good use of the for¬ 
ward pass to get the ball down to striking 
distance in the first quarter. Line plunges 
through James were also profitable, the 
backs going through the hole made by the 
star-tackle for eight and ten yards at a 
time. Rock Island made the first touch¬ 
down, and was so elated that out of cour¬ 
tesy had to permit the heady Princeton 
captain and quarter-back, Emslee, to pilot 
his team over for a score. 

The Islanders then awoke to the fact 
that a little real football was necessary, 
ahd had annexed another touchdown by 
the end of the half. 

The second half was shortened by the 
fact that the Princeton boys had to catch 
an early train for home, but at that, four 
scores were made by the ground route. In 
the game Whisler made 3 touchdowns, 
Durling 2, and Ackley 1. Ackley proved 
to be a consistent goal kicker, making five 
out of six points from touchdown. 
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Basket Ball. 

Rock Island 38. Alumni 26. 

January 7th saw the opening of the 
1916 basket ball season. Captain Reeves 
collected together the best material of the 
school team. Superior knowledge of the 
rules and better passing were the younger 
set’s advantages. 

The two members of the Taber family 
at forwards did fine work against Gleason 
and Rinck, for they started scoring with 
a rush. To the surprise of all, the school 
led at the end of the first period 19 to 16. 

At the beginning of the second half 
both teams presented new men, and the 
game speeded up a bit. The Alumni with 
Reeves leading the scoring soon reached 
a 24-point total, tieing the school for the 
only time during the game. More men 
were put in by Coach Anderson to test 
their ability, but did not seem to effect 
the play any, for soon the school led again, 
and at the end of time had made 38 to 
the Alumni’s 26. 

Boys’ Tournament. 

Juniors 21. Sophomores 16. 

Monday, Jan. 10th, the opening night 
of the annual inter-class basketball clash, 
came without any abatement in the in¬ 
tense spirit usually shown. 

In the first game, between the Juniors 
and the Sophs, the general opinion was 
that the Sophs would win, for they had 
all but one of the contenders for the cham¬ 
pionship of last year. But the Juniors 
put up such an exhibition of close guard¬ 
ing that the Sophs were unable to score. 
At the end of five minutes the score sound¬ 
ed like a baseball residt, 3 to 0, all made 
on free throws, and the Juniors at the 
head. Enter a thoroughly awakened 
string-bean Durling. Four baskets, made 
no one knows how, sent a thrill of hope 
to the Sophs. At the end of the half they 
were playifig their old form and led, 12 
to 8. 


In the second half the Juniors started 
a spurt and for ten minutes the ordinary 
rough tournament style of play prevailed. 
Dempsey held on to Durling, and tried to 
hold him down. At the same time the 
Junior forwards made a few points, so 
that near the end of the time the score 
was 16 all. The continued policy of close 
guarding, supplemented by 5 points, gave 
the Juniors the truly unexpected victory 
of 21 to 16. 

Seniors 37. Freshmen 10. 

The game was slow in getting started, 
neither side scoring for several minutes. 
Then Barker, a dark horse, forged to the 
front, while Willis, with entirely unlooked 
for skill, helped out the point column for 
the Seniors. The guarding of the Seniors 
was so good that only one field basket was 
scored by the first year men. The score 
at the end of the half was 22 to 2. 

Barker and Dopp cut loose in the sec¬ 
ond period. Iluber for the Freshies was 
taken out, but Dopp kept up a good pace, 
making the majority of points for his 
team. The Freshies were forced to bow, 
however, but let them be given credit for 
a hard fight. Most of their men, though 
small, showed signs of making good play¬ 
ers with a little more experience and age. 

Seniors 24. Sophomores 15. 

“A strong team vanquished,” was the 
result of the game between the Seniors 
and the Sophs. The Sophs, touted cham¬ 
pions, were entirely out of the running by 
last year’s champions. The game was 
hard fought from before the whistle, for 
there was much talk by the supporters of 
the two teams about the outcome. From 
the start, both teams were keyed up to a 
high pitch and pla} r ed more football than 
basketball. The fourth year team took an 
early lead, which they never lost, in spite 
of the valiant efforts of the Sophs. One 
man from each side was put out during 
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the first period, which ended Seniors 11, 
Sophomores 8. 

More rough work was employed during 
the second half than the first. In rapid 
succession three men were ousted for per¬ 
sonal fouls, but the game lost none of its 
spice. Barker remained in the game for 
the Seniors, and kept up the good work of 
the first night, holding Burling, the star 
Soph, to but a few baskets, while the lanky 
Senior himself played much of the floor 
and made a large share of the points. As 
ever the Sophomores proved to be without 
a Billiken, for their team was really strong 
and deserves a good place. 

Juxiors 35. Freshmen 23. 

The Junior-Freshmen game was not 
quite as onesided as the game in which 
the Freshies participated the night before. 
Increased activity on their part allowed 
them more field baskets, while the at¬ 
tempts of the Junior guards to play for¬ 
ward left the Freshies open many times. 
Several of the Freshies proved to be too 
small and wiry to keep good account of, 
and aided greatly their team’s ability to 
keep the ball. With the score 17 to 9 in 
their favor the Juniors made a bold at¬ 
tempt to pour a deluge of points into their 
coffers, and as there was no one to success¬ 
fully hold Dempsey, they made a large 
number of points. The Freshies also con¬ 
tinued scoring, and showed as much, if 
not more, fight than the older men. Per¬ 
sonal fouls also took stars out of the game, 
marring the play a great deal. The score 
at end of the game was 35 to 23. 

Sophomores 23. Freshmex 19. 

With luck still a minus quantity with 
the Sophs, and the Freshmen showing im¬ 
provement in all stages of the game, the 
contest for the cellar position was a very 
even one. The Freshmen scored first, and 
the Sophs could not make a basket for 
about five minutes, when Taber made 2 
field baskets and Ellinwood 1 in less than 


a minute’s time. The Sophs were handi¬ 
capped by the loss of Burling. The added 
experience of the Sophs did not seem to 
go for much against the fighting spirit of 
the Freshmen, who kept right on the heels 
of the Sophs in scoring. The score at the 
first half stood 12 to 8 in the Sophs’ favor. 

The second period of play was a repe¬ 
tition of the first. The Freshmen guards 
put up a firm fight against the Sophs’ star 
forwards, but “Pinky” Taber was too good 
on the long shots. Bopp proved the scor¬ 
ing machine for the first year team, get¬ 
ting 13 of his team’s total of 19. Taber 
made 15 of the Sophs’ 23. 

Juniors 26. Seniors 13. 

The weather outside was fine for polar 
bears, but inside maniacs’ brains were at 
fever heat over the championship game. 
The game was mostly a rough and tumble 
match, with the only semblance to a bas¬ 
ket ball game being the baskets and the 
floor. Football tactics were the style, with 
the result that several went out of the 
game. The Seniors scored first with a free 
throw. A little later the Juniors scored 
the same way, and following up with a 
field basket, obtained a lead which they 
held, increasing it frequently. The credit 
for the Junior victory must be given to 
“Shadow” Bassett, who held Barker down 
so that the Senior star could not make a 
basket. Bassett of course made none him¬ 
self. The score at the end of the half 
stood 12—9 in the Juniors’ favor. 

The Seniors scored but twice during the 
second interval of play, while the Juniors 
kept up a steady fusilade upon the basket, 
ending the game 26—13. The Juniors 
must be given credit for a well balanced 
team. In spite of the fact that they shift¬ 
ed their men to meet the Senior strong 
arms, they still kept a scoring machine 
working. The score does not indicate the 
evenness of the game, as the men put in 
by the Seniors in place of those who had 
been taken out on account of personal 
fouls put up a good fight, but were out¬ 
classed in shooting baskets. The credit 
for the scoring of the Juniors in this half 
should be given to the whole team as every 
man worked together. The score at the 
end of the game stood 26—13 in the 
Juniors’ favor.
